left to owners of adjoining land,

Four landowners appeared to 
pro­ 
test th a t overflow 
water 
from 
the 
ditch flooded their land on numeruos 
occasions, claiming 
that the 
water 
came through gaps in the levee. These 
embankments, as originally construct­ 
ed, have gaps at intervals of 500 feet 
for the purpose of 
providing 
land 
drainage. 
The landowners 
said 
the 
water 
poured over their land every time the 
water in the ditch went 
to 
a 
level 
higher than the low 
points 
in 
the 
gaps, which are on a level with 
the 
land. 
The landowners, after the meeting, 
said they would meet at Salcedo Wed­ 
nesday afternoon to discuss 
further 
action, probably looking toward clos­ 
ing the gaps themselves.

Chamber of Commerce Addition at a 
cost of $600, which is paid; also caus­ 
ed walks to be put on Greer and Mat­ 
thews Avenue in Chamber 
of Com­ 
merce. 
There have beeen bought and 
paid for two carloads of new sewer, 
which has been used on the old storm 
sewer, trying to get it to work.

be willing to co-operate. 
Local bank­ 
ers and county officials agreed 
that 
this was as much as could be expect 
ed that it clarified the financial 
at 
nicsphcre of the district 
to a great 
extent. 
The meeting, called by the board of 
supervisors of St. Johns levee district 
and the New Madrid County Bankers 
Association, was attended by 
nearly 
two dozen representatives 
of 
land 
banks, St. Louis bond houses and life 
insurance companies, in 
addition 
to 
residents of New Madrid and adjoin­ 
ing counties. 
At noon

were guests of the levee 
board 
and 
bankers at a dinner 
in

courthouse basement, given by women 
of the New Madrid Catholic parish.

SALCEDO LEVEE GAPS j 


Closing of the gaps in the levee em­ 
bankments along a drainage ditch 
in 
the Salceda community in Scott coun­ 
ty will not be undertaken by the Lit­ 
tle River Drainage District, but dis­ 
position of the surplus water will be 
left to owners of adjoining land, 
it 
was virtually decided 
at 
a meeting 
here 
Monday afternoon of landown­ 
ers with members of the board of su­ 
pervisors of the district. 
Four landowners appeared to 
pro­ 
test that overflow 
water 
from 
the 
ditch flooded their land on numeruos 
occasions, claiming 
that the 
water 
came through gaps in the levee. These 
embankments, as originally construct­ 
ed, have gaps at intervals of 500 feet 
for the purpose of 
providing 
land 
drainage. 
The landowners 
said 
the 
water 
poured over their land every time the 
water in the ditch went 
to 
a level 
higher than the low- 
points 
in 
the 
gaps, which are on a level with 
the 
land. 
The landowners, after the meeting, 
said they would meet at Salcedo Wed­ 
nesday afternoon to discuss 
further 
action, probably looking toward clos­ 
ing the gaps themselves. 
In declining to entail the addition- 
1 expense of closing the gaps, 
the 
board pointed out that if its consent 
was given to close the gaps it would 
also be liable for the expense of clos­ 
ing them. 
It was pointed out 
that 
work in this section would add more 
expense to the farmer. 
Landowners have the privilege 
of 
closing the gaps, but gave no indi­ 
cation of what they w’ould do.

hearing 
witnesses, 
will aoon begin to frame a bill to be 
introduced in the House. 
While the 
methods of flo<*d control 
have 
!>een 
discussed, details will be left to those 
actually in charge of the work to 
be 
provided for. There is no question as 
to the necessity for action. 
The \ al­ 
ley must be protected.

While most of the testimony has been 
to the effect that flood control is a na­ 
tional problem, and that

Colonel Potter 
jocularly remarked that if certain dis­ 
tricts there were forced to pay

DRAINAGE ASSOCIATION 
NEEDS YOUR \SSISTANCE 


There has been a 
notion 
in 
the 
South for a great many years 
that 
southern reclamation is as important 
to the Nation as is Western irrigation 
and that the same measure of 
help 
which the Federal Government 
has 
given to irrigation ought also to 
be 
extended to drainage. 
But there has 
never been a concerted and well-de­ 
fined move on the part 
of the South 
that there has been for irrigation, so 
while some $300,000,000 has been pro­ 
vided to help ami to promote 
irriga­ 
tion not one dollar has been available 
to aid drainage. 
The excuse has 
been in the 
past, 
that the Government owned most of 
the land in the West which was being 
irrigated. 
That is not true now, how­ 
ever. 
F ar^n o re than half of all irri­ 
gated land is privately 
owned—yet 
Federal funds still are being provid­ 
ed. 
Most of the money for irrigation is 
loaned by the Government at little or 
no interest. 
If this help was avail­ 
able to drainage it would mean sav­ 
ings of millions in interest alone, be­ 
cause drainage bonds usually are 
6 
per cent bonds. 
Irrigation loans like- 
ise, are for a long period 
of years, 
so the yearly payments or tax is very 
ght on the individual owner. 
This 
would be 
tremendously 
helpful 
in 
irainage districts where the 
tax has 
ssumed burdensome and almost con­ 
fiscatory proportions in some cases. 
At last it looks like 
the 
drainagt 
people have started the ball rolling 
Drainage 
districts 
themselves 
are 
tackling the problem. 
Already, more 
than 150 districts have gotten togeth­ 
er in an agency of their own. 
They 
speak now for 
more 
than 
5,600,000 
acres of drainage area—much 
more 
than the combined irrigation area 
of 
the country. 
These districts embrace 
anils chiefly in Missouri, 
Arkansas 
Mississippi and 
I/>uisiana 
but 
alsi 
drainage districts in 
Florida, 
Utah 
Illinois, Idaho, Texas and other stat 
es, and more districts are joining 
in 
the movement each week. 
These districts owe more than $52,- 
0(M),000, not counting what they have 
already paid. 
They propose to ask Congress 
for 
an advance of credit so that those dis­ 
tricts washing to do so may refund 
their debts, 
using long-time, 
cheap 
money. 
If this can be brought about, 
it will mean that the average farmer 
will pay a very small drainage 
tax 
yearly compared with what he 
now 
pays. 
It will lift a big burden from 
his shoulders. 
Every drainage enterprise in 
the 
country ought

vessels, an exquisite toilet set 
and 
other treasures found in the 
grave 
served as proof of an extrarodinary 
degree of civilization in ancient Me 
sopotamia concerning which tradition 
is 
silent 
and 
archaeologists knew 
nothing, according 
to 
C. 
Leonari 
Wooley, director of the expedition. 
As if death overcame him 
as 
hi 
played, the body of the harpist, 
hi 
arm-bones actually mingling with thi 
decayed wood of the 
sounding 
box 
stood at the head of a trench holding 
the bodies of 12 women and two chil 
dren, laid out in two parallel rows. 
The chariot, exquisitely decorated 
with ornaments of gold and precious 
tones, had been drawn by two* asses 
At the head of each ass lay a groom 
as if still holding the reins, while a 
third lay by their side.
